Plant sudan grass ami soybeans 
for high 
pasture yields during 
dry weather. 
That’s the advice of K E (lard

imimers ahead. 
Dairymen that 
are prepared for them are going 
to get the highest returnns. 
Back in the early 30.s, sudan 
grass and soybeans or sudan grass 
alone provided good pastures when 
others Mad .stopped growing entire 
Iv 
Gardner reports that 
we now 
have 
improved 
higher 
yielding 
varieties til sudan compared to 20 
vears ago 
According to a Uni­ 
versity 
study, one new 
variety 
called sweet sudan yields heavier, 
has mote fungus resistance, and 
is more palatable to dairy cows 
than regular sudan grass 
Seed sudan by it sell at the rat* 
oi 20 til 30 lbs per acre, or along 
with soybeans at the rate of 25 
poimdsftul sudan and one and one 
half bushels of soybeans per acre. 
The mixture will give you a great­ 
er yield of forage. 
The time to 
seed is at the customary soybean 
planting tune. 
Many dairymen hesitate to use 
sudan because of the danger ut 
prussic acid poisoning. 
Gardner 
says there is no danger if you wait 
until the crop is 16 18 inches high 
bitore you turn your cows on it. 
The crop grows rapidly and will 
teach this height in 5 to 7 weeks 
after seeding. 
The young, short 
shoots are the ones high in the 
acid.

Outlook Bad 


For Chinch Bugs 


And Com Borer 


You can expect large numbers 
of chinch hugs and corn borers in 
1954, says Entomologist J H Big­ 
ger of the Illinois* Natural History 
Survey. 
The outlook i' ha*'! partly be­ 
cause ol the mild winter so far 
and partly because ol the large 
numbers of these insects last year, 
i Bigger says 
Chinch migs will be 
especially bad iii the central and 
lUthwestern counties, and corn 
borers will he heavy in the north- 
central counties 
Tho entomologist outlines some 
things you can do to cut down on 
the damage from these insects. 
It will he particularly important 
this spring to follow good cultural 
and fertility practices in order to 
get as heavy a stand of oats as 
you can 
A rank growth Of oats 
will hold moisture on the lower 
parts of the plants and in the soil 
and will help to drive the chinch 
bugs from their 
early breeding 
grounds 
It's a good i-1 ca not to plant 
small grain next to corn if you can 
make other arrangements. 
First early defensive 
measure 
against corn borer is to plow un 
der all cornstalks and plant re!use 
before May IO to destroy the win 
lei harboring grounds of the borer. 
Ad lust your planting time to in 
un* a vigorous, healthy stand and 
avoid exceptionally early or late 
plantings. 
Plant fertile soils to 
corn about mid May. 
Finally, tor

yield, Bigger advises using a h> 
brid corn that i

to your area
